grades this year 
It was also advanced that if it 
was decided to close the schools 
again it would have to be for 
the balance of the term 
entail ¬ 
ing a 
financial 
loss 
in 
every 
school district in the county 
It was 
also brought out that 
no cases of flu were spread as 
the result of keeping the schools 
open 
That the teachers 
were 
taking every precaution and no 
pupil showing the least sign of 
illness was allowed 
to remain in 
school but was sent home and 
had to have a doctors certificate 
to be admitted again 
It was 
clearly 
demonstrated 
that the spread of the influenza 
epidemic 
was 
caused 
by people 
of the different towns of the 
valley going to towns where the 
epidemic was raging and return ¬ 
ing home 
only to fall ill them ¬ 
selves afterinfectingtheirneigh 
bors 
County Health Officer Stratton 
and Dr Piatt both affirmed the 
act that 
the 
influenza 
germs 
could be carried and spread by a 
healthy person 
that up to the 
time of being taken down a per-
